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Britain Dissent 


As the rival cannon thunder out 
of Asia, it is with difficulty that 
the British and Canadians main- 

tain their un- 
doubted and sin- 
cerely warm re- 
lationship with 
us. It admitted- 
ly is a unity of 
need and mutual 
appreciation. It 
was strained by 
the Suez crisis. 
Today the ties 
that bind are not 
near the fraying point. But the is- 
sue of Quemoy and Matsu has 
caused an uneasiness on the part 
of our neighbor to the north and 
our ally across the Atlantic. 


Other nations, Britain and Can- 
ada conspicuously among them, 
have insisted that the future of 
Formosa should, and must, be 
treated separately from that of 
Quemoy and Matsu. Their posi- 
tion, in essence, is that these 
islands, which are but from 1% 
to 9 miles from the Communist 
mainland, cannot in conscience 
be argued to be a part of For- 
mosa. Geologically they are a 
part. They are all tortured in 
form, rock strewn and mountain- 
ous. The smaller ones were left by 
some volcanic eruption with rock 
formations resembling fallen sky- 
scrapers. But Formosa is 90 miles 
away. 

So, the British, with their great 
sense and acceptance of what 
seems to be reality, persist in 
the thesis that Formosa may be 
made into something else—per- 
haps an independent U.N. trustee 
state—Formosa for Formosans— 
and that Red China be given the 
islands, which are unimportant 
insofar as use is concerned, and 
have done with it. 


Paid Ad 


This week New York news- 
papers published a paid ad from 
the Globe and Mail of Toronto, 
Canada. It is one of the leading 
newspapers of that country. It 
calls itself “Canada’s National 
Newspaper.” 

The New York Times ad was 
a four-column presentation of a 
Globe and Mail editorial titled 
“The Folly of Formosa.” It is a 
fierce attack on the Western po- 
sition. It states, with a certain 
air of bombast, that Western 
policy has created unnecessary 
“friction points.” 

The Chiang government is de- 
scribed as “‘synthetic,” consisting 
of “a defeated army which was 
driven from the mainland nine 
years ago.”’ The protection of this 
island, to the tune of a billion 
dollars by the United States, is 
subjected to harsh treatment. 
Recognition of Chiang’s govern- 
ment as the government of China 
is assailed as a “ridiculous pre- 
tension” likely to lead to war. 
Western policies are denounced 
as “irrational.” 

The editorial concludes: 

“In politics, as in everything 
else, nothing but disaster can 
come from evading reality.” 

This is, of course, but one view. 
Nonetheless, it comes close to re- 
vealing majority opinion in Can- 
ada and Britain. 

The strength of their position 
lies in the fact that Chiang Kai- 
shek, who assuredly has many 
good points, was for 22 years head 
of the Chinese government and 
that in that time it was marked 
by wholesale corruption and a 
steady loss of public support. 


Strong Position 


After the end of the second 
world war his position seemed so 
strong that even the greatest of 
realists, Joe Stalin, accepted him 
as the winner and made a treaty 
with his government. There was 
then a coolness between Mao Tse- 
tung and Stalin. But from that 
moment on Chiang’s grip loosened. 

There is another side. 

First of all, we morally are 
bound to support the Chinese on 
Formosa. It is perhaps true we 
wish there were some other young, 
new leader. Almost no one be- 
lieves the Chinese people on the 
mainland have any affection for 
Chiang. 

Here again we seem trapped in 
frustration by our determination

The Norfolk, Va. school board’s plea for a delay in 
school integration until next year was turned down 
Wednesday by a U.S. district judge. 


But Judge Walter E. Hoffman said he may recon- 


sider if the U.S. Supreme Court grants Little Rock, Ark., 


a 2%-year delay in school mixing 
or grants a review of that case. 
In that event, he said, he would 
entertain a motion to retransfer 
17 Negro children the Norfolk 
School Board planned to assign to 
white schools. 


The Supreme Court will hear 
arguments on the Little Rock 
case Sept. 11. 


6 NEGROES 


In another Virginia case, a fed- 
eral judge was told the applica- 
tions of six Negroes to attend a 
white school in Arlington County 
was turned down because of low 
achievement. 


Dr. Barnard Joy, school board 
member, told U.S. Dist. Judge Al- 
bert V. Bryan that was the rea- 
son for rejecting the six. He testi- 
fied Wednesday at a hearing in 
Alexandria to determine whether 
30 Negroes must be admitted to 
various white schools in the coun- 
ty, across the river from Wash- 
ington, D.C. 

The Arlington County School 
Board advised teachers that school 
openings, already postponed from 
Thursday to Monday, may be fur- 
ther delayed. 


LIMITED MIXING 


Limited mixing of the races pro- 
ceeded in a number of Southern 
states. A demonstration occurred 
at Greensboro, N.C., where a 
small group displaying a Ku Klux 
Klan banner and a Confederate 
flag, gathered in front of the Gil- 
lespie Park School. When five Ne- 
gro children arrived a white man 
carrying a KKK banner followed 
them a few steps and a bystand- 
er heckled them. But the five at- 
tended the brief opening session 
without trouble. Three of the five 
attended the school last year. 


Fears that Negroes would at- 
tempt to enroll at a Birmingham, 
Ala., high school touched off a 
demonstration. One student was 
hit in the head with a brick, a 
policeman was slugged and three 
men were arrested. All were 
white.

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Pastor King 
Jailed, Hits 
‘Brutality’

MONTGOMERY, Ala. — Police 
arrested Negro minister Martin 
Luther King for loitering Wednes- 
day and the leader of the Mont- 
gomery bus boycott said later he 
was manhandled and thrown into 
a dark, bare cell. 

King said that police also threat- 
ened to arrest his wife outside a 
courtroom. He blamed the _inci- 
dent on “people in power” rather 
than the police and expressed re- 
pentance for the whole nation— 
“from the President on down’— 
for an attitude of “retreat and 
slow up” toward the Negroes’ 
drive for equality. 

MAKES BAIL 


Police Chief J. G. Ruppenthal 
said that King was placed in a 
regular detention cell at City Hall 
for “‘about 10 minutes’ and then 
was allowed to make his own bail. 
He said the minister had refused 
to move from a courtroom door- 
way when asked and was ar- 
rested. 

“As far as I know, there was 
nothing rough or unusual in this 
case,”’ Ruppenthal said. 

King signed a $100 bond for 
appearance in City Court Friday 
to answer the loitering charge. 
As he left City Hall he was sur- 
rounded by a crowd of Negroes 
protesting his arrest. Some wept. 
ARRESTED AT ENTRANCE 


The minister was arrested at 
the courtroom entrance at the 
city hall where he had gone to 
attend a hearing for a Negro 
accused of attacking another in- 
tegration leader, the Rev. Ralph 
D. Abernathy. 

King said he was sianding out- 
side the courtroom when officers 
asked him and other Negroes to 
move on. 

“IT asked for a lawyer and they 
said ‘If you don’t get down out 
of here you are going to need a 
lawyer’,”” King said. 

One grabbed him and said 
‘We're going to throw you in jail 
right now,” King continued. He 
said police held his arms behind 
him “as if they were trying to 
break them. 

“When we got inside (the jail) 
a couple of them grabbed me in 
the collar and choked me severely. 
I was about to lose my breath. 
They searched me and pushed me 
and kicked me into the cell. It 
was a single cell, very dark, no 
chair and nothing in it.”

United States asked the United 
Nations Wednesday to take steps 
to promote the development of 
outer space for peaceful purposes 
as an “important and wrgent 
matter.” 
The request was made in a 
memorandum formally propos- 
ing that the forthcoming General 
Assembly consider as a new item: 
“A program for international co- 
operation in the field of outer 
space.”” The assembly's 13th ses- 
sion is scheduled to open here 
Sept. 16. 

A four-fold approach was sug- 
gested in the memorandum sub- 
mitted by Henry Cabot Lodge, 
U.S. delegate, as a means of lay- 
ing a solid basis for future ac- 
tions. In essence, this would have 
the 8l-member Assembly go on 
record as favoring’ establish- 
ment of international machinery 
to deal with this new field and 
would also set up a committee to 
— further Assembly ac- 


Other aspects of this approach 
would be to have the Assembly— 
probably by resolution—go on rec- 
ord as supporting the peaceful 
utilization of outer space ahd as 
recognizing that this issue was 
separate from the question of dis- 
armament on which the West and 
Soviet bloc remain at odds.

Revisions Are Needed 


In F inancing Education 


Enrollment in Georgia public schools 
continues to grow at a rate faster than 
facilities are provided. 

Nearly a million students answered 
the opening bell Tuesday. The State De- 
partment of Education reported a short- 
age of approximately 3,000 adequate 
classrooms in various systems. 


More classrooms and equipment, more 
teachers and other personnel add up to 
an increasingly heavy bill that must be 
met without sacrificing quality. 

The movement to consolidate schools 
must be intensified. 


The state must demand that education 
be accorded increased financial support 
at the local level in all areas now mak- 
ing only token contributions. 


It also becomes increasingly important 
that the state extend more effort than it 
has in the past toward helping solve the 
financial problems of heavily populated 
school systems that are paying their 
share of the education bill. 

Fulton County, for instance, is so hard- 
pressed that another bond issue is neces- 
sary for school building purposes. The 
new Guy Webb school at Sandy Springs, 
expecting 437 students for its first term, 
had 789 to register. The county’s other 
new school, Dodson Drive Elementary in 
East Point, already is packed to capacity. 

A number of schools elsewhere in the 
state are bursting at the seams while 
others, due to population declines, have 
empty desks. 

The state must be guided accordingly 
in revising its complicated formulae for 
providing finances.

Can Help Mankind

GENEVA—The scientific calm 
of the International Atoms for 
Peace Conference was ruptured 
Wednesday by a U.S...suggestion 
that thermonuclear explosives 
could be used for peaceful pur- 
poses. 

The. suggestion was immediate- 
ly attacked by Dr. V. S. Emel- 
yanov, head of the Soviet scien- 
tific delegation, as a political de- 
vice designed to concéal a desire 
in the United States to continue 
atornic tests. 


PERSONAL ATTACK , 

At. the same time,/£melyanov 
unleashed a personal attack on 
Dr. Willard F. Libby, a member 
of the US. ‘scientific delegation, 
whom he accused of trying to find 
a way to continue atomic tests. 


This political flareup, in sharp 
contrast to the air of cordial sci- 
entific coopertaion that prevailed 
in the opening days of the confer- 
ence, came amidst a scientific 
discussion of thé potential peace- 
ful uses of atomic energy. 


At the session, chaired by 


! 


Emelyanov, U.S. scientists de- 
scribed the U.S. program, known | 
as Project Plowshare, to use nu- | 
clear explosives for peaceful pur- | 
poses, such as excavating har- | 
bors, freeing oilfields, or gen- 
erating electricity. 


NEWS CONFERENCE 


The_ discussion immediately 
turned political when the scien- 
tists appeared at a news confer- | 
ence following the technical ses- | 
sion to discuss their papers. 


Asked by reporters whether the 
Soviet Union had any program 
for the peaceful uses of atomic | 
explosives, Emelyano said the | 
Soviet Union had no intention of | 
using nuclear explosives for such 
a purpose. He then proceeded to 
deliver an attack on the ‘prac- 
ti¢ality and motives of the U:S. 
project. 


The proposal to use atomic ex- 
plosives for peaceful purposes, he 
said, does ‘not reach practical 
ends but only political ones.” 


“VERY DIFFICULT” 


He observed that certain per- 
sons in the United States are find- 
ing it “very difficult to justify” 
continued nuclear tests and nu- 
clear armament in the- face of 
world opinion for a ban on atomic 
tests. Therefore, he said, ‘‘new 
projects’’ for continued tests are 
appearing ‘“‘under the cover” of 
peaceful and industrial uses. 


Dr. Emelvanov noted that when | 
testifying last spring before the. 
Senate disarmament subcommit- | 
tee, Libby, a member of the 
Atomic Energy Commission, had | 
suggested that mankind would 
lose potentially great benefits if 
a nuclear test ban prevented the 
use of atomie explosives for 
peaceful purposes. 

Libby had proposed, therefore, 
Emelyanov observed, that any 
atomic test ban should carry an 
exemption permitting the con-| 
tinuated use of atomic explosives | 
for peaceful purposes. 

Emelyanov said Dr. Libby’s| 
proposed exemption ‘‘seems to be | 
the basis of this work to find a/| 
way to continue these experi-' 
ments.”

An audit of Superintendent T. C. ‘ 
Fulford’s office, ordered by a 
Wheeler County grand jury, has 
been postponed because the jury 
has been unable to engage audi- 
tors who will undertake the task 
under conditions imposed by Judge 
Whaley. A Macon firm that was 
auditing the office walked out aft- 
er Judge Whaley’s ruling. 

Alamo Mayor John McRae 
Clements, foreman of the current 
Wheeler County grand jury, said 
that the trial of Braswell prob- 
ably cannot be held until some 
time next year or later. He ex- 
plained that the Wheeler County 
Jury Commission, of which he is 
a member, is not scheduled to 
revise the jury list until next 
year. Meanwhile, he said, that 
there would be no chance of em- 
paneling a jury to try Braswell. 
CONVICT LABOR 

Braswell, who is running for 
Wheeler County -epresentative to 
the General Assembly in the Sept. 
10 primary, was indicted earlier 
this year on charges that he used 
county convict labor to build 
private ponds. Two indictments 
charged “‘illegal use of prisoners”’ 
and a third charged “malpractice 
in office.” 


Two successive grand juries 
also recommended that Braswell 
be ousted under the law establish- 
ing the one-commissioner form 
of government in Wheeler. The 
law provides that the office shall 
be declared vacant upon two suc- 
cessive grand jury recommenda- 
tions. 

However, Judge Whaley de- 
clined to declare the office vacant 
on the grounds that the law is 
unconstitutional because it would 
deprive Braswell of his rights to 
“due process of the law.” 

When one of Braswell’s cases 
was called for trial in Wheeler 
Superior Court in June, Carl Nel- 
son of Dublin, defense attorney, 
called on the prosecution to fur- 
nish the names of citizens who 
donated to a prosecution fund. 


65 PERSONS 

Mayor Clements said there were 
65 persons who donated to the 
fund. “‘When Judge Whaley dis- 
qualified all of them and all of 
their kin to the sixth degree, 
there were not enough names left 
in the jury box to empanel a 
jury,”’ Clements said. 

He said that Judge Whaley 
stated in court at the time the 
case was called that he (the 
judge) would revise the jury list 
at a later term of court so that 
a jury could be empaneled. 

“But the jury commission has 
to revise the box,”” Mayor Clem- 
ents said, “and it isn’t done but 
once every two years. Since it’s 
not scheduled to be revised again 
until next year, it will be some 
time before the trial can be held.” 

' At a hearing before the State 
Department of Corrections earlier 

_ this year, Braswell admitted that 
he had used convicts from the 
county works camp to dig some 
private fish ponds. He defended 
the action as an old custom in 
the county.

Let’s Go Marketing 


Apples Are Plentiful, 
All Shapes, Varieties 


By VIRGINIA DYSARD 
Atlanta Constitution Food Editor 


The first month of fall brings 
with it the traditional fruits, 
and already these fruits are be- 
ginning to show up in good sup- 
ply. Apples will be coming from 
local orchards and fields. Ap- 
ples, in all colors, sizes and 
shapes are expected in plenty 
this fall, reports Mrs. Betty Al- 
exander, extension consumer in- 
formation specialist. 


The best crop of apples since 
1950 is forecast, 6 per cent 
above last year for the entire 
country, and 30 per cent great- 
er for Georgia. The earlier va- 
rieties are expected to reach 
their peak by Sept. 15. 

Pears from local fields and 
orchards are plentiful and 
pleasing in price. Now is a good 
time to make those preserves. 
Tokay grapes are making their 
appearance on the Atlanta 
market. 


MORE POTATOES 


The late summer production 
of potatoes will be larger in sup- 
ply than in previous years, so 
they are expected to be a budg- 
et food. Celery, head lettuce, 
dry onions and sweet corn are 
vegetables wearing attractive 
price tags in markets this week. 
There are good supplies of sum- 
mer squash and eggplant too. 
Quality of the green family is 
better this week. 

As more nogs come to mar- 
ket, pork prices will continue to 
move downward. Lamb and 
veal prices remain at last 
week’s levels. Beef prices show 
little change from last week. 
Chuck roasts offer excellent 
beef eating at a budget-pleasing 
cost. Many fresh and frozen 
fish products are available for 
menu change and to stretch 
that food dollar. 

Fryers and broilers continue 
in good supply, wearing attrac- 
tive price tags. September sup- 
plies will be about one fifth 
greater than last year. Both 
hens and turkeys are available 
in plentiful supply at low prices. 
Small-sized eggs are recom- 
mended now. 


ALL KINDS OF PEARS 


Pears in some form are avail- 
able in retail stores the year 
‘round. Fresh pears are most 
plentiful from August to Febru- 
ary. Canned and dried pears 
know no season. In selecting 
fresh pears look for firm but 


not hard ones. They should be 
clean and free of blemishes, 
and well shaped for the variety. 

Wilted or shriveled pears will 
lack flavor. Pears with a water- 
soaked appearance will taste 
mushy and be wasteful. Color 


is NOT a reliable guide to pear 


quality. Some varieties will be 
green in color when ripe, while 
others may be yellow when not 
fully ripe. 

Pears are best if picked be- 
fore fully ripe, and then rip- 
ened artificially. The ideal rip- 
ening temperature is 65 degrees 
to 68 degrees. If room temper- 
ature is over 70 degrees, place 
pears in the warmest part of 
the refrigerator. Extreme heat 
causes rapid deterioration. Ripe- 
ning may be retarded, but not 
stopped by refrigeration. 


Bake pears peeled or un- 
peeled, whole or halved. They 
bake best at 350 degrees for 45 
minutes to 1 hour, but may be 
baked over a wide range of tem- 
peratures to accommodate oven 
meals. Chilled in the refrigera- 
tor, baked pears keep well for 
several days. 

Broil pears that are ripe but 
still firm. Peel or not as de- 
sired. Halve or quarter them. 
Heat through thoroughly under 
broiler, but do not attempt to 
cook until soft. Serve with 
broiled steaks and chops as a 
delicious accompaniment. 


Glaze pears, like apples, in 
oven or top-of-stove skillet. 

Fry sliced pears separately in 
meat drippings, or in pan with 
steaks and chops . . . delicious! 

When additional sweetening is 
desired, use molasses, hone y, 
brown sugar, maple - flavored 
syrup or dark corn syrup to 
complement pear flavor. Spice 
pear desserts with ginger, cin- 
namon, nutmeg or cloves.

Matching for Cokes? 
Yowre Violating Law 


A policeman might look at you a trifle queerly if you ran up 
and said, ‘Officer, arrest those two mén! I saw them matching 


for Cokes!”’ 


But technically he could make the arrest, for when you and I 
gamble for anything of value we are violating Georgia law, accord- 
ing to Robert“O’Neil, a solicitor for Fulton Criminal Court. 

“I’ve heard it said that nobody can live through a single day 
without violating some law,” Mr. O’Neil said. “And I guess it’s 
true. There are a lot of old laws on the books and then there are 
laws like the gambling laws which are observed in the breach, as 
far as matching for drinks, a dinner check, or something like that 


is concerned.” 


Mr. O’Neil said most of Georgia’s laws pertaining to gambling 
were aimed at stamping out organized sorts of gambling, like run- 
ning a roulette wheel, a numbers book, a floating crap game, or the 
like. “Just owning some gaming devices is against the law,”’ Mr. 


O'Neil said. 


What brought all this on was wondering about the game with 
the soft drink bottles—you know, the one where all participants 
gather around the automatic vendor and see whose bottle came 


from the farthest away. 


Which proves you can gamble on anything. 


One Gamble Paying Off 


The Georgia Crop Reporting Service says that the crop which 
ig still Georgia's number one cash crop—cotton—is being picked 
as far north in the state as Barrow County, and possibly farther. 
Archie Langley, who makes the reports, says this year’s crop is 
a good one, and if the fair weather holds, the picked lint will be 


clean and give a “‘good sample.” 


One of the sights that is getting rarer every year in Georgia 
is that of a cotton buyer walking down a row of cotton bales, sharp 
knife in hand to cut the jute bagging. He then pulls out a sample, 
twists it around in a mysterious manner and comes up with a 
sample of staple length. This expert needs no ruler to tell the 
difference between an inch and a 16th and an inch and a 32nd; he’s 
been deciding for years. His keen eyes can also tell the grades: 
those good, farmer-sounding names like strict low middling or strict 
good ordinary. Of course the farmer had rather have a grading of 


good middling, but that’s unusual. 


Most of Georgia’s cotton is picked by hand, giving a fall in- 
come to whole families. Prices start at around $2 per hundred 
pounds picked and then go up as the competition for good hands 
increases. Pickers charge less for picking in a good crop than they 
do in a poor one The more cotton there is at hand, the easier it 


is to pick. 


Machines are doing a lot of picking in Georgia, particularly 
in the flat counties farther south. The machine hasn’t been de- 
veloped yet which will pick as clean as human hands. however. 

Georgia has only about 400,000 acres in cotton tihs year, and 
will harvest about 300,000 bales. Each bale, counting value of lint 
and seed, is worth about $200, se it adds up to a chunk of money at 


that.

For the first half of 1958 was the most disastrous in Chrysler’s 
33-year history, a complete pendulum swing away its record high 
sales and earnings in the first six months of 1957.

| With the exception of American Motors Corp., the whole auto 
) industry has taken a sales beating with its 1958 cars, but General 
Motors and Ford did manage to wind up the first half in the black. 

Thus, Fortune Magazine recently went so far as to label a 
recent article on the company’ S$ 1958-model troubles, “Chrysler’s 
Private Depression.”’ 

Ominous as that sounds, hewende, Chrysler officials are far 
from ready to be counted out. 


For one thing, the recession has made this the worst industry 
sales year since 1946. This year’s total sales are expected to wind 
up around 4'. million, far below the somewhat cautious predictions 
made by industry spokesmen last fall. 


Ironically, Chrysler President L. L. (Tex) Colbert was among 
the most confident at that time, and he has probably had difficulty 
forgetting the following tentative forecast he made here on Sept. 26, 
1957: 

“On the basis of indications we have right now, it looks as if 
retail sales of new cars in the United States during 1958 may rise 
above the six million mark for the third time in the history of the 
industry.” 

| The recession that lay around the corner was but dimly seen by 

anyone when those words were spoken, but soon thereafter it 
tightened its grip on the nation in general and the auto industry in 
particular. 

Now, apparently, the worst is over—the corner is being turned. 
Federal financial managers just last month moved to slow down 
what they termed an “inflationary psychology.”’ 

| And soon the American auto industry will unveil its 1959 models 
| for what it hopes will be public acceptance. 


This is the atmosphere in which Chrysler will introduce its new 
lines around mid-October—barring as yet unforeseen circumstances. 


It should be enlightening, meanwhile, to hear and question and 
consider the thinking of Chrysler officials as they show the new 
cars here Thursday and Friday. 

Will the restyled 1959 models sell? Why? What of the nation’s 
economy? Of negotiations with the UAW? How soon will Chrysler 
Corp. be able to bail out of its financial setback of 1958? And how 
about small cars? Prices? 

These are among the questions newsmen will put to company 
officials. Their statements and answers, as well as further details 
on the new models, will be covered in succeeding stories.
